This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499. applicant Is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 12-19, drawn to a screw having a driving recess in a top face of Its 
head, classified in class 41 1, subclass 389. 

Group II, claims 20-24, drawn to a driver classified in class 81, subclass 460. 
The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: screw is silent with 
respect to scallops joining adjacent drive elements wherein each scallop in transverse 
section is a concave arc; and the driver can be used to drive Philip screws that does 
not require recess-lobes. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to fomn a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .
